Therefore firſt of all, che body is ro be purged 
with pillults lucis majoribus in a cold cauſe, and in 
an hor cauſe, with pill. lucis minoribus, or with 
Sena and Agarich, which ſhall be boyled in a de- 
co&ion, or With the diſtilled waters of Fennel 
and Eye-brighr, with which vehicles the purgarive 
yerrue is carried. to the eyes; and coakder that 
the Agarich doth eſpecial profir the brain, and the 
Sena the eyes, 

The opening of a vein in hor diſeaſes is proft- 
table, bur not in cold ; yet rhe common people 
do hold an opinion, that blood-lerting doth wea- 


ken the ſight, for ir drawerh the animal fpirics, 


and fo do:h weaken their force, becauſe the 'va- 
pour of 'blood or the natural ſpiric is the- matter ' 
of the vital fpirit, as here of the animal :. for the 
eyes ought ro be fiery, and full of animal ſprric. 
Maſticatoria, withour doubt, do profic ro the de- 
rivarion of the humour from the brain, bur your 
errhinaa are bureful, eſpecially the ſtronger ſorr,* be- 
cauſe they, draw to the part aſfe&ed : for there is 
grear afiniry of the noſtrils with the eyes : there 
is alſo x manifeſt foramen, from the eye into the 
noſtril, whoſe opercle or cover is a lictle lachrymal
